The Naval Reception at Toulon a Mat- 


Mr ol No Concern to Germany, 


but of Deep Significance 


to Great Britain. 


• 


BIBT.IN, Oct. IS.—Ail Europe is Ha- 
ling to-day to the cheers of enthu- 


siasm and the crash of music at Tou- 
lon. In every capital the eyes of diplo- 
matists are turned toward the French 
cities where the French and Bnuian 
banners have been entwined and 
where French and Bnsslan anthems 
are sung together. The editors of all 
nations are guessing what this inter- 
national hullaballo means, and the 
statesmen in all cabinet* are surmis- 
ing the significance of this or that 
word dropped by guest or boat Why 
1* the czar's fleet In a French port? 
The answers have been numerous and 
varied. The czar hates the triple alli- 
ance. He i» eager to humble Germany. 
He finds in France a needed ally in 
•preadlng hi* naval power. He dis- 
like* Emperor Wlllism. He wishes to 
borrow a few hundred millions from 
France and makes this harmless dem- 
onstration to cajole her into good 
humor. These are a few of 
the 


answers 
incessantly 
poured 
into 


the public 
ear. 
None of 
them 


however, goes beneath the humdrum 
surface of things. The czar, in fact, is 
known to have no special hatred of 
Germany and her allies, to feel no 
great pride in increasing "his influence 
and to be in no pressing need of 
money. The motive behind his ad- 
vances to France is as old as his empire. 
It was declared by Peter the Great and 
Katherine 11. It has gained power in 
underground diplomacy of eastern Eu- 
rope for centuries. It bos startled the 
world from time to time by hideous 
tragedies. 
Its progress has been 


marked with plunder, murder, mas- 
sacre and all the tempest of war. 


This motive is the ambition of the 


despot* in St Petersburg to Russianize 
the civil world. Such a motive is 
grasped with difficulty by the hard- 
headed statesmen of the west. It 
would be impossible in any other capi- 
tal than St. Petersburg, where the bar- 
barism of the old Huns and Vandals 
has 
survived to mingle with the 


dreamy aspiration of the Persian and 
Hindoo. It would be scouted as ridic- 
ulous if it had not been recognized by 
the keenest men of the century. Two 
generations ago Mazzini wrote: "If 
there is any danger of invasion and 
conquests which might destroy the 
European balance of power it comes 
from the north. Russia is the only 
power which the south of Europe has 
to fear. From Katherine II. down to 
our times Russia has pursued restlessly 
and successfully an idea of annexation 
and increase in power hostile to Eu- 
rope. Like a sea that tears and sap* 
the shore, she has, step by step, hol- 
lowed out to the right, to the left and; 
in front the territory that surround* 
her, and now she glances with greedy 
eyes upon the south. 


"Then 
Russia was comparatively 


weak. To-day she has 110,000,000 in- 
habitants. She has 1.000.000 men con- 
stantly under arms. She can put into 
the field 8,000,000 more. She has a ter- 
ritory which ao man can conquer with- 
out defeat to the invader and death to 
his army. Her arm reaches from the 
United States to Germany. She I* at 
the gates of Herat and on the highway 
which cut* the British empire in the 
east and lead* to the Indian ocean,' 
In the Hamirs her hand is heard knock- 
ing at the great wall of China. Her 
shadow is over her. Asia is full of her 
unrest. Her spies are in every city on 
the Danube Her agents are working 
with the weapon* of the assassin in 
Bulgaria, Servla and Roumania. At 
the Golden Horn she undermines, 
grain by grain, stone by stone, the 
throne and empire of the sultan. In 
Hungary her conspirators have just 
been revealed in the act of inciting the 
kingdom against the dual empire. In 
Bohemia her agents are pushing to- 
ward rebellion the Young Czechs, over 
Galicia her system of espionage is 
drawn a* fine as a net 
Wallachla and 


Crotla and Delmatla are stilled by her 
secret missions. Bosnia and Herzago- 
vlnia are made restless by'hcr whispers 
of sedition. In short, wherever Slavs 
live and wherever discontent smolders, 
from Bearing sea to Adriatic, from the 
Pacific to the Indian ocean and the 
Mediterranean, the leaven of Russifl- 
cation has been placed by the hand of 
the Romanoff. 


The reception of the French fleet at 


Kronstadt and the visit of the Russian 
fleet at Toulon are but incidents of this 
gigantic policy. For France herself 
the present ccar has no affection. The 
ostentation with which he has re- 
ceived the Count of Paris and the Duke 
of Orleans in Copenhagen shows this; 
the coolness with which he has ordered 
the French to leave their enthusiasm 
and spare other people's feelings also 
shows it. The cxar is a rather arro- 
gant gentleman of strong prejudices 
and but few attachments, and is about 
the last person in the world to take 
violent International fancies. He dis- 
likes the German emperor, .to be sure; 
but his reasons are purely personal. 
William almost talked him to death on 
several occasions, and 
was alto- 


gether 
too lively during his St. 


Petersburg visit 
some -four 
years 


ago. 
Even now, at the slightest 


mi ntiou of 
that 
visit, Alexander 


bliruga his shoulders despairingly and 
nUips his ears with his fingers to indi 
cato that his dread of the young man 
is too deep for words. But for French- 
men his imperial majesty has not eared 
a kopeck since the republic was pro- 
claimed. As minister of war M. de 
rreyclnet pleased him somewhat and 
won hi* confidence; but Freyclnet,

purpose in coddling France is undoubt- 
edly to impre 
her in the service of 


spreading B 
i empire. The czar 


wishes to make. M Black sea a Russian 
aea—a great reudevons for his naval 
vessels, with no enemy to oppose them 
oijspyonthem. Be and his predecessors 
have gradually been throwing off the 
restrictions which the other countries 
of Europe imposed upon Russia's use 
of the sea, and now with a Mediterra- 
nean squadron which France will help 
him float past Gibraltar, he will be 
ready In the next European war to 
seize full possession of its waters. 
With two-thirds of his navy in the 
Black sea and a fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean, the czar will be on the high 
seaway to India and can threaten the 
British empire on the south as well as 
in the north. He will also have the 
sick *man at Constantinople by the 
throat, and with one twist will be able 
to strangle him in the next general 
crash and readjustment of boundaries. 
Moreover, the gateway to the Danube 
will be his, and his war ships can be 
floated up through the Balkan terri- 
torial, which he covet*. 


This is only a part of the programme 


which Alexander III. is elaborating 
for himself and his successors. What 
else he plans is shown by his negotia- 
tions with France for coaling stations 
on the Siamese coast. His greed is as 
great as two continents; his ambition 
is as strong as the powers of Europe. 
If any country have reason to fear the 
results of the Toulon meeting that 
country ik England, for Romanoff is a 
growing menace for all that makes 
Britain great That the czar is threaten- 
ing Germany cannot be maintained by 
anybody acquainted with the situation. 
Germany doe* not want another inch 
of territory, and does not oppose in any 
way the Russian process of gobbling 
Asia. 
With such policies the Czar 


would never quarrel. For Alsace and 
Lorraino he has no thought Whether 
French or German they are 
not 


on his programme and he will not 
let Franca fora* him to put them there, 
as he has shown by refusing to hare 
his officers dragged into any French 
demonstration against Germany, Aus- 
tria or Italy. He has found France 
Isolated and friendless and longing for 
an ally. He has used her isolation, 
friendlessness and longing merely as 
the means of furthering gigantic 
schemes against which Mazzini warned 
the world two generations ago

LOST 08 BEE ERIE. 


The Freight Steamer Dean Rich- 


mond Founoere, 


CARRYING DOWN EiGHTBEl PERSOIS, 


Including Every Soul on Board—A 


Frightful Battle With the Element* 


—Dead Bodies and Wreckage 


Washed Ashore. 


BOTPAI.O, N. Y.,Oot. 15.—The saddest 


feature of the lake storm which raged 
last night is the reported loss of 
steamer Dean Richmond, on the shore 
near Dunkirk. The first heard of the 
the steamer was at it o'clock this 
morning, when the captain of the 
Helena reported having sighted the 
Dean of Richmond off Long Point, 
where site seemed to be laboring un- 
•der difficulties. 


Later Capt. Jack Tierney of the 


steamer W. H. Stevens reported that 
he sighted the Richmond hi the mid- 
dle of the lake about four miles this 
aide of Erie. One of her stocks was 
missing, and while he was looking the 
other stack and spar went by the 
board. She was laboring heavily in 
the trough, as though her steering 
gear had become disabled. 


Anxiety for the vessel became gen- 


eral in shipping circles last night when 
the severity of the northwestern gale 
that had been sweeping Lake Erie for 
forty-eight hours was mude known by 
incoming vessels. These showed the 
effect of the terrible seas, some being 
stove in. About 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing Capt. Leiske, of the Helena, re- 
ported that he sighted the Richmond 
off 
Long Point. The 
storm was 


at its height at the time, and it was 
impossible 
to 
render 
any assist- 


ance to the vessel, although sho 
seemed to be laboring under difficul- 
ties. The Helena was with difficulty 
kept aright herself, and Capt. Leiske 
reports his experience iu this storm to 
have been the most severe of a long 
life on the lakes. The Richmond was 
battling with the heavy seas and 
seemed to be at a great disadvantage, 
almost dismantled and in imminent 
danger of foundering. 


This evening the worst fears in re- 


gard to the fate of the vessel seemed 
realized when a dispatch from Dunkirk 
announced that three bodies had been 
washed ashore in that locality. The 
remains could not be identified and 
bore no marks by which the name of 
the vessel from which they had come 
could be ascertained. It was not long, 
however, before quantities of wreck- 
age began washing ashore, and on this 
debiis traces of the name Dean Rich- 
mond were discernable. 
The local 


agent of the line to which the Rich- 
mond 
belonged 
immediately tele- 


graphed to all points along the lake 
from 
Buffalo 
for 
information 
of 


the 
vessel, but 
no 
information 


as 
to 
her 
whereabouts 
could 


be 
obtained. 
All 
points 
gave 


evidence as to 
the 
severity 
of 


the gale and its 
disastrous ef- 


fects upon lake shipping, and thcra 
is now no doubt that the Richmond 
foundered last night. The condition 
of the bodies washed ashore at Dun- 
kirk indicate that the unfortunate sea- 
men hod not been dead long; that they 
had probably been cast adrift some 
time last night and had been -beaten 
to death on the dangerous rocks that 
abound in this part of the lake shore. 
Wreckage is still beintf cast ashore, 
and it is believed the Richmond foun- 
dered notmoie than three miles out in 
the lake. Itseems impossible that any 
of the eighteen souls on board of her 
could have escaped alive. 


The Richmond was a ' Clover Leaf," 


*>oat and her crew were all from Cleve- 
land. She was one of the first large 
ateamers which mark the comingj*tyle 
of marine construction on the lake 
She was of 1,250 tannage and was 
built in Cleveland in 1864, bat was re- 
built in 1878. She was owned by Bots- 
ford and others, of Port Huron, and was 
valued at (46,000. It is believed that 
she was fully insured. The Richmond 
for several seasons past has been char- 
tered to the Toledo, St Louis & Kansas 
City line and ran in ttie general mer- 
chandise trade between Toledo and 
this port She carried no passengers. 
On the present trip her cargo consisted 
almost entirely of flour from St. Louis 
and other southwestern points. 


Agent Hyde said to-night that he 


supposed the Richmond became dis- 
abled in the trough of the sea. The 
crew remained on board with the hope 
that the steamer would ultimately go 
ashore, but this was not to be rSilized 
and they were forced to make a fight 
for life without a chance to take to the 
boats. Had the beach been a sandy 
one some of them might have survived, 
but there was little hope for any sur- 
vivor on the rocky shore of Dunkirk. 


Eighteen persons, the entire crew ol 


the propeller Dean Richmond, are given 
up for lost in last night's storm on 
Lake Erie. The corpses of five persona 
have been washed ashore off Van Buren 
Point, forty miles from the city, near 
Dunkirk 
The shore of the lake is 


strewn with wreckage ami merchan- 
dise, and the waves are hourly yield- 
ing up further evidence of the fate to 
which thaf&ichmond hati gone 


The RV?-J»ond belonged to the To- 


ledo, St&£ouis & Kansas City line, 
which was loaded with eighty tons oi 
merchandise from Toledo to Buffalo.

TRAIN ROBBERS BALKED. 


An Operator's Timely Waxnine flavee 


a Fast M«ll Train. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—The officials of 


the. Chicago, Milwaukee A St. Paul 
road have good reason to believe that 
a plot had been laid to rob the fast 
mail train on that road early yester- 
day morning at a point just north of 
Oak Glen station. About 8 o'clock in 
the morning four rough-looking men 
entered the telegraph office at Oak 
Glen station and inquired if the fast 
mail stopped at Oak Glen and when 
she was clue. They were informed 
that she passed the station about 4 
o'clock and did not stop. After leav- 
ing the office they were joined by two 
or three companions who had re- 
mained outside and the whole party 
proceeded a short distance up the 
track. The operator suspected that 
all was not right, and watehing tUe 
party, saw them, after several attempts, 
succeed in lighting a lantern. He-im- 
mediately notified the dispatcher in 
Chicago of the preparations being 
made by the men to flag and rob the 
fast mail. 


A special car, containing a posse of 


the company's officers was immediately 
got ready and started from the city in 
advance of the fast/ malL On arriving 
at Oak Glen the special slowed up and 
this defeated the plan of the would-be 
robbers.
